F it roes Break Out at to Early Hoar 
Yesterday 
Morning—Narrow Be­ 
caps 
of One 
Hundred 
Students 
Who Were Asleep in the Banding— 
The Irjured 


Mexico, Mo., Sept. 25.—The Missouri 
M ilitary academy, located in the south­ 
ern portion of this city, was burned to 
the ground Thursday morning. 
The 
fire was discovered 
at I o’clock 
by 
Cadet Dunfey, who was awakened by 
the smoke. By th e tim e the alarm was 
given smoke was issuing from all the 
windows in the central part of 
the 
building. About eighty cadets and the 
fam ily of Colonel A. F. Fleet, the prln- 
cipal, and the officers, nearly IOO in all, 
were asleep in the building. There was 
a wild rush for the halls and stairw ays, 
but the flames and smoke stopped all 
egress through the doorways, and the 
young men began to leap from the win­ 
dow’s. 
Some were let down a part of 
the Wray on sheets and bed clothes tied 
together. 
O thers swung out from the 
sills and then dropped to the ground 
below. 
Many were injured, and those 
who could not help them selves were 
cared for by the more fortunate, and 
they were conveyed into the armory. 
Explosions occurred at frequent inter­ 
vals, and when the powder magazine, 
situated under the flag tower in the 
center of the building, was reached by 
tile flames, the concussion was terrific.

The origin of the fire is unknown. 
I t is believed by several officers con­ 
nected with the academy th at it was 
th e work of an incendiary. The cadets 
and officers, as well as Col. Fleet and 
fam ily, lost everything they had, and 
the loss on personal property will 
am ount to several' thousand 
dollars. 
The total loss is estim ated at $75,000 
and there was about $40,000 insurance. 


Great E nglish Statesm an Talks on Arm e­ 
nian Q uestion.

H englers’ circus, all anxious to push 
into the building and hear the eagerly 
anticipated address which the Rt.-Hon. 
W illiam E. Gladstone had announced 
his willingness 
to make 
before 
the 
m eeting called by the Reform club to 
protest against the recent massacres 
of Arm enians at Constantinople and 
elsewhere in Turkey. 
A fter the usual 
form alities of opening such a meeting 
had been concluded, the first resolu­ 
tion, proposed by a conservative and 
seconded by a liberal, was put. It read: 
‘T hat this m eeting desires to express 
its indignation at and abhorrence of the 
cruel treatm ent 
to 
which 
the 
Ar­ 
m enians are being subjected by their 
Turkish rulers, and of the massacres 
which have recently occurred a t Con­ 
stantinople, which are a disgrace to the 
civilization of the nineteenth century.” 
The resolution was adopted by accla­ 
mation. 
Mr. Gladstone expressed the opinion 
that the purpose of the gathering was 
defensive and prospective, saying that 
no one would hold out the hope that 
the m assacres were ended, although he 
ventured to anticipate th at the words 
spoken at the meeting would find their 
way to the palace at Constantinople. 
Mr. Gladstone then said: ‘‘I doubt if 
it is an exaggeration to say that it was 
in the sultan’s palace and there only 
that the inspiration has been supplied 
and the policy devised of the whole ser­ 
ies of massacres. W hen the sultan car­ 
ries massacre into his own capital un­ 
der the eyes of the am bassadors, he ap­ 
pears to have gained the .very acme 
of what it is possible for him to do.” 
“But,” the speaker further said, “the 
weakness of diplomacy, I trust, is about 
to be strengthened by the echo of this 
nation’s voice.”

In vain did 
Mr. Bryan attem pt to restore order, 
but it was many m inutes before any­ 
thing like quiet was obtained. Women 
fainted and several persons were taken 
from the crowd overcome by Ole crush. 
The police used their clubs, nearly 
creating a panic. 
Then again Mr. 
Bryan tried to* speak, but he was in 
terrupted by the yells of the students. 
This lasted altogether for twenty-five 
m inutes, and when at last the noise 
had subsided sufficiently for him to 
make himself heard by those imme­ 
diately in front, Mr. Bryan started to 
speak. 
As he proceeded the noise 
quieted, but every 
few 
m inutes he 
would be Interrupted 
by 
the 
frog 
chorus. 
Finally a band of the F irst regim ent 
national guards of Connecticut, which 
had been playing on the east side cf 
the common, where the company bac 
been on dress parade during the m eet­ 
ing, marched nearer to the stand and 
started a lively patriotic air, complete­ 
ly drowning the voice of the nominee 
Yale students renewed their cheers. S 
A. Crandall, a prom inent citizen of 
Norwich, apologized for the disturb 
ance. 
In speaking of his reception 
Mr. Bryan said th at he did not at 
tribute it to the sober-minded citizens 
of New Haven, but to the younger 
members of Yale college. 
He said he 
thought the boys were out on a lark 
and didn’t represent the sentim ent or 
the citizens or the students of the uni 
varsity.

One of the provisions of 
the McKinley law (schedule H.) '.vat 
that any wine, ginger cordial, or ver­ 
mouth, containing more than 24 per 
cent of alcohol was to be forfeited, but 
cordials of a lower alcoholic per- 
ige the duty was made 50 cents 
lion and $1.60 a case. Prior to 1888 
average importation into this port 
ofN uch cordials amounted to 30,000 
cases a year. In the first year of tin 
McKinley tariff the increase, gradual 
until then, ceased and there was a de­ 
cline; but 
recently the importations 
have averaged about 45,000 cases in 
a year. 
Absinthe, 
much of which 
comes 
from Switzerland and some from Italy 
and France, has long had a sinister 
reputation as a dangerous cordial, de­ 
structive, Klien taken to excess, to the 
nerve tissues and especially injurious 
to the brain. Absinthe has of late had 
two rivals among imported cordials, 
and, as the taste for fancy beverages 
is an irregular and variable one, chang­ 
ing with the fashions, these two rival* 
may continue to growr in the good 
graces of cordial drinkers 
until 
by 
some caprice of drinkers’ taste they 
are superseded by a rival or theVe is a 
return in popularity of absinthe or 
vermouth. One of these is amer picon. 
a rich Vandyke-browm 
liquid, 
made 
from acrid plants and flavored with 
orange peel. It is usually drunk with 
an addition of one-fourth its volume of 
curacao and four times its volume of 
ice water. The other is grenadine, a 
syrup or cordial made from the pome­ 
granate and w’hen bottled having the 
Very attractive appearance of mixed 
pink and cherry liquids. The differ­ 
ence between amer picon and grena­ 
dine 
is, 
primarily, one of color, the 
former 
being 
browm and the latter 
cherry pink. 
Still another point of 
difference comes from the origin of the 
twTo, the amer picon being French and 
the grenadine Spanish, though both ere 
manufactured extensively in the Bor­ 
deaux district in France. These cor­ 
dials, especially to a jaded appetite, 
have a pleasant taste. It is a rather 
odd 
consideration that, though 
the 
chief 
flavoring 
ingredients of cock­ 
tails come either from France, Italy or 
Spain, cocktails among the resident in­ 
habitants are practically unknown in 
these three countries, and adventurous 
Americans calling for cocktails with 
more of the fervor of patriotism than 
conception of existing climatic condi­ 
tions are referred somewhat contempt­ 
uously to “American bars’’ in the cities 
which have them. 
The taste for cor­ 
dials or liquors ow'es much in France 
and Italy to the favor of women among 
whom such dainty beverages as creme 
de vanille or parfait amour are pre­ 
ferred to stronger concoctions. 
Ab­ 
sinthe and amer picon women do not 
generally care for. Grenadine has a 
large female constituency, due, per­ 
haps, to the popularity of the pome­ 
granate.
